DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . The rejection and objection, as set forth in the previous office action, have been 
withdrawn in response to applicant's amendment filed 6/25/08. 



Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Walter Schlapkohl on behave of Stephen Roylance (Reg. No. 31 ,296) on July 1 1 , 
2008. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel non-elected claims 6 and 18. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1, 3, 5, 12 and 19 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The current application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement 
over the publication in US 2001/0029072, The improvement comprises growing a silicon 
epitaxial layer comprising boron having a concentration of8x 10 18 atoms/cm 3 to of 2 x 
1 0 19 atoms/cm 3 on an active layer silicon wafer and after the insulating layer formation 
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on the active layer silicon wafer or the cleavage of the part of the active layer silicon 
wafer, performing an annealing treatment on the active layer silicon wafer or bonded 
wafer at a temperature of 1 ,1 00 °C to 1 ,200 °C and for a duration of one hour to four 
hours in a reducing gas atmosphere comprising hydrogen (claim 1); the thickness of the 
silicon epitaxial layer is 0.5 urn to 1.5 urn (claim 3) or is 1 urn to 2 urn (claim 19) .
